Plan For Spending $£5,000,000 Is 
UN's Response To Truman Proposal 


LAKE SUCCESC, June 
1 A plan for spending more than 
$88,000,000 in two years to put new 
life'Into, unaer-developed countries 
was outlined by the United 
Na- 
tions today. . 
' 


The plan Is the V. N. response 
to President. Truman's call for a 
bold new program designed 
to 
spread technical know-how around 
the world and raise the standards 
of living. This program must be 
approved by the U. N. .economic 
and social council and by the U, 
N. general assembly. It is not'like- 
ly to get under way, even Is only 
partially approved, until early In 
1950. 


The estimated cost of the techi.l- 
cal assist Ice proposed in a 328- 
page report issued by U. N. Sec- 
retary-General Trygve Lie would 
be $35,862,576 the first year 
and 
u$50,079,807 the second year.

"no" trend was evident today. In 
voting by 12,000 anti-Communist 
workers

paralyzing Berlin railway strike. 
Some officials of the allied-spon- 
sored UGO Railway Union predict- 
ed at least 90 per cent of Its mem- 
bership would favor continuing thi 
13-day walkout. , 


By midday, half of the strikers 
had cast ballots in the referendum 
and the atmosphere at polling sta- 
tions was almost solidly 
against 
accepting 
the 
Soviet-controlled 
Relchsban's terms. 


Union leaders frankly contended 
the strike should be prolonged un- 
til "final victory".

Berlin Four-Power Control Again

handed Russia today its plan for 
restoring four-power 
control

Berlin.

viet Union in a 90-mlnute meeting 
of the foreign ministers council, 
the shortest of this 10-day-old i i- 
slon. 


The ministers will meet again to- 
morrow in a-secret session, pre- 
sumably to get down to business on 
the opposing plans of the east and 
west for Berlin. They are agreed 
thus far only in principle that the 
divided German city should be re- 
united under a single governing 
body.

Bridges Declares 
Plan For Salary 
Slashing Absurd, 


WASHINGTON, June 
2— 
Senator Bridges (R-NH), one of 
the leaders of the current econ- 
omy drive, branded as "ridiculous1 
today a suggestion that congress- 
men take a 5 per cent pay cut to 
help out government costs. 


At the same time Bridges agreed 


with Senator McCarthy (R-Wls) 
that congress should remain "in 
session "until Christmas, if neces- 
sary" to consider $3,000,000,000 of 
•stvlngs In government costs pro- 
posed by Former President Hoover 


Bridges, former chairman of the 
senate appropriations 
committee 


testified before the senate expend 
itures committee in support of a 
resolution that would direct Pres 
Idtnt Truman to balance the bud 
get. 


He said congresH can do one of 


four things—"increase taxes, en 
courage deficit financing, simply 
drift along with the tide or cut ex- 
penditures to the level of estl 
mated revenues." 


Bridges said press reports Indi- 
cate that Senator Tydlngs (D-Md) 
author of another proposal for 
cutting government costs, has sug 
gested congressmen take a 5 per 
cent pay cut. 


"I disagree with Senator Tyd 
Ings," Bridges said emphatically 
"I think It's ridiculous -to ask that 
congress take a 5 per cent cut in 
salaries. The cost of congress is 
a very minor item and beside the 
point." 


Senator, pushing the economy 


drive had -little to say about a 
veterans pension bill passed over- 
whelmingly by the house. 


Instead -the senators applauded 
action of their appropriations com- 
mittee in whacking off nearly $13,-

Order Returning 
In Bolivia But 
Tin Mines Closed 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, June 2—(ff>- 


Order appeared to be returning 
slowly today to riot-torn Bolivia, 
>ut her rich tin mines remained 
shut and sympathy strikes con- 
inued to spread. 
Officials at the Fatlno mines 
said 40 persons were killed and 
83 Inured in the four days of bloody 
rioting which followed the mine 
trlkes, called to protest "govern- 
ment pressure" on Bolivia's labor 
unions.

Army releases reached a high 
level, and jobs were not Immdel- 
ately available because of neces- 
sary readjustments 
made 
from 


war production to peace time pur- 
suits. 


At the local Texas Employment 


Commission office there was a 
heavy load. 


May, 1949 was just like It, only 
maybe worse. 
W. B. Reedy, manager of the 


office, recovered from disastrous 
May to announce dolefully that 
during the month activity at the 
office reached the highest peak 
since January, 1946. 
He established another pertin- 
ent point: 
A total of 6W new claims lor 
unemployment benefits wero fil- 
ed during May, the highest to- 
tal since the war for any month, 
and perhaps the largest number 
ever filed In Corslcana In any 
month since the law became ef- 
fective In 1038. 
The. total does not include vet- 
erans' claims for the soldiers' re- 
adjustment allowance, 
but 
only 
those who filed for state benefits. 


During May, Reedy said, 329 new 


applications for employment were 
taken by the local "office, exceod- 
Inp the high month of 1948, Feb- 
ruary, by 78. At the same time, 
rnore than 600 previously register- 
ed applicants renewed their pleas 
for employment. 


As the end of the month came 
the total job applications on file 
reached 1278, including 813 wo- 
mtn and 422 World War II vet- 
erans. This compares with 972 at 
the end of April, and 710 at the end 
of May, 1948. 


Job placements during the month 
reached the year's high, however, 
when 201 applicants were employed 
on various types of jobs, many of 
which were temporary.

BLAME FOR BAVARIA 


Prussia used to be thought 


the incarnation of all the 
qualities which the world 
disliked 
in the Germans. 


The real blame should be 
laid on Bavaria, says Ger- 
hart Seger, a former mem- 
ber of the German parlia 
ment, writing in the New 
York Times. He points out 
that Nazism first came to 
prominence not in Prussia 
but in Munich, the capital of 
Bavaria. Munich, not Berlin, 
was chosen as Hitler's capi- 
tal. And the huge Nazi ral- 
lies were held in Nuremberg, 
another Bavarian city. 


This was because, of Ba- 


varia's previous record as a 
protector of the Nazis. The 
first Nazi uprising took place 
in Bavaria in 1923. When 
Prussia, then ruled by dem- 
ocratic 
forces, demanded 
that Hitler-be expelled from 
Germany, Bavaria opposed 
this move, and by preventing 
it brought on the later ruin 
of Germany and almost half 
the world. 


It is not clear why the Ba- 


varians should have this rec- 
ord. They used to have the 
reputation of being a kindly 
folk given to music and art. 
Perhaps it was only circum- 
stance which gave Hitler 
friends there when he had 
none elsewhere.

Tho best shows put hora 
are those which are klne'scoped In 
Now York. 


Television 
performers 
them- 


selves are still confused about 


what to call their audience. Many 
of those trained In radio still use 
"listeners," although some nave 
switched to the more accurate 
"viewers." 
Neither li adequate 
and perhaps a wholly new word 
should be coined to supply the 
need. 


Terms for picture distortions 
are being transferred from repair 
men to consumers. 
Many * set 


owner can Identify a "ghost" or 
"halo" which describes the effect 
when two Images appear where 
there should be but one. 


Technicians have devised their 


own names for their equipment. 
They range from "plumbing" or 
"dish pan" (for the pan-like glm- 
ick that Rends the signal) to "V. 
S. B, F." (for vestigial side band 
filter, whatever that Is.)

a legislative proposal to settle their 
dispute with the government. 


Their view,, are not set forth 


in a bill, but In the nature of points 
which they believe' should be em- 
bodied In legislation, Rayburn laid. 
"It Is a six or seven page docu- 


ment," the speaker asserted. "I 
haven't read it yet, so I 
don't 


know yet what It contains. It will 
be submitted to Attorney General 
Clark 'and Secretary Krug for their 
reaction." 


He said the legislative proposal 


was not approved unanimously In 
its entirety by the attorneys gen- 
eral from the three principal states 
Involved—Texas, 
Louisiana 
and 


California, but that the officials 
were In agreement on most all 
points. 


The state authorities threshed 


over the situation last night, and 
It was learned that under their 
plan, the government would give 
the states 37 1-2 percent of the 
royalties from all oil produced off 
a state's1 shore line, out to the 
continental shelf. 


This differs from the adminis- 
tration's proposed legislation In 
that the latter would give the 
state's 37 1-2 percent of only that 
oil produced within the three-mil* 
limit. 


•Earlier, President Truman de- 
clined to commit himself In ad- 
vance on any compromise agree- 
ment or proposed legislation.

According to Roman records of 


the day, the crucifixion of Jesus 
was but the execution of one more 
minor criminal. But according to 
the verdict of twenty centuries, 
and of revelation, the crucifixion 
of Jesus was the supreme event of 
both time and eternity—the high- 
est and most morvelous expres- 
sion of the Divine Will, Wherever 
Christendom has gone, it has car- 
ried a cross, 
as a 
symbol of 


God's mercy, of pardon for man, 
and of a master motive for hu- 
man living. 


Falsehood, fear, venomous hatred 


and jealousy- bribery, disloyalty, 
the shameless miscarriage of jus- 
tice, craven political expediency, 
and 
callous Roman cruelty 
all 


went into the trial and crucifix- 
Ion of Jesus. 
Thousands of law- 


yers since, after impartial investi- 
gation, have declared, in speech 
and print, that the condemnation 
of Jesus was a monstrous perver- 
sion of Justice. 


Art Sets Forth Tragedy. 


Of all the little group of Inti- 


mate friends of Jesus, John—from 
whose Gospel the Sunday school 
lesson this week is taken—was the 
most understanding. He has writ- 
ten most fully the story of the 
crucifixion and the scenes that 
preceded It. He alone of the dis- 
ciples had the courage to follow 
Jesus to the 
very foot of 
the 


cross, and to receive from His dy- 
ing lips a final commission. John 
was an eyewitness of the events 
he describes. 
No news story to- 


day can compare In dramatic In- 
terest with this record of an event 
that gives time a new date line. 


Sensitive to life's profoundor and 


permanent 
meanings, 
. artists 


throughout the ages have dealt 
oftoner with the Incidents of the 
life of Jesus than with any other 
theme. Religious pictures are In 
the majority in all the great gal- 
leries of the world. Tho world's 
greatest 
artists 
have expended 


their highest powers in efforts to 
convey Calvary's message. 


A Wavering Judge. 


It was not just an individual 


who was on trial that day; human- 
ity was on trial. And humanity was 
represented by a weak and vacil- 
lating judge who knew the pris- 
oner's Innocence but weighed this 
against what he considered his 
own best interests. Pilate would 
gladly have freed Jesus, both De- 
cause, he knew the falseness of 
the charges brought against the 
prisoner and also because he hated 
the Jewish 
ecclesiastics 
who 


brought in the Indictment. But the 
priests knew that in Pilate they 
were dealing with a man who was 
terribly afraid of losing his job. 
They played upon nis fears 
and 


even hinted that they would de- 
nounce him to Ceasar 'as a disloyal 
judge tolerating rebellion, unless 
he crucified this Nazarene. 
Pi- 
late was a heavy-handed bully in 
whom there was the vestige of a 
conscience, although he appears 
not to have been given overmuch to 
heeding it. His wife saw the issue 
and sent hint a hurried message, 
warning him to disengage himself 
from all connection with this case. 
It was loaded with dynamite, and 
her womanly intuition as well as a 
vivid dream she had had the night 
before the trial, informed her of 
all this. 


Think of 'a judge who would 


hand over a prisoner to a gang of 
rowdies, with the intimation that 
they could .abuse him to their 
hearts' content. 
"The 
soldiers 


platted a crown of thorns, and put 
it on his head, and they put on 
him a purple robe."* They laugh- 
ed uproariously at this coarse and 
cruel Jest 
What they did not 


know was that they were symbol- 
izing the deepest 
of religious 
truths. For a saviour must al- 
ways wear u" crown of 
thorns. 


Nothing else would be appropri- 
ate. 
Only lives animated by the 


vicarious spirit of sacrifice can 
rescue their agn from moral cas- 
astrophe. 


An Unwitting Coronation. 


As the soldiers put the purpla 
garment on Jesus, they unwitting- 
ly acknowledged him to be King. 
The kind of a king the world 
laughs at and abuses is the kind 
of king that heaven loves. Pilate, 
his soldiers, the Jewish ecclesias- 
tics, the howling mob, all repre- 
sent the sin and 
power 
with' 


which Jesus, King of the heaven- 
ly realm, contends through 
the 


centuries. 
On the one side stands 


humanity, on the other stands 
Jesus. The false notions, the av- 
arice, the lust for power, which 
have broken up this present age 


of ours and reduced half the world 
to rubble, are all typified by the 
cruel gang that stood before Jesus 
and howled for his death. The ig- 
norance and thoughtlessness 
of 


the world still abuse the Christ. 
All of us, by our compromise and 
our yielding to temptation, sell 
Him again for thirty 
pieces of 


silver or less. Pilate, the big-feel- 
ing nobody, who represents the 
world's power and plays both ends 
against the middle, Is still in the 
world passing judgment on Christ 
and His kingdom.
